La Verles, the French Astronomer 
saw by the perturbation of the plan 
ets in their orbits that there must lie 
a perturbing cause outside the orbit 
of Cranns and by calculations he de 
termined just where it was and plac- 
ed his telescope in position and dis- 
covered Neptune.

Hie 
He discovered how and only 
poverty the cradle of crime, 
mother of misery and the father of 
filth can lie averted, and how alor.e 
an equal right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness can be sus- 
tained. 

He saw the land could not he di 
vided equally according to area, and 
if 80. it would require a new division 
every year for the new born chil- 
dren, but he saw that land values 
could be divided every year by tak 
ing the economic rent of all land, ex- 
clusive of all wealth on land in lieu 

For want of a better term to con- 
cisely express the modus-operandi of 
collecting the economic rent or an- 
nual value of land, it is called a Sin- 
gle Tax on land values. It takes from 
no one any wealth he has produc 
but it takes the value that all p 
pie produced for all the people.
